New University Policy 

To all senate committee members: 

it was suggested to me that I should write an article in Lambda, the 
student newspaper, to initiate some early dialogue between the committee 
and the student population. This would establish our responsibility to 
promote integrity by developing a greater awareness by those affected by 
this new policy. I regret I will not be able to attend Monday meeting, 
however I trust that this will create discussion on my behalf in my absence. 

Yes, by June 30,1995, Laurentian University, along with all other 
Canadian universities, will have to have a policy on integrity in research 
and scholarship in place. This effort was initiated by three federal granting 
councils - the Media Research Council, the Natural Sciences and Engineer- 
ing Research Council, and the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council - in cooperation with the Association of Universities and Colleges 
of Canada. 

This policy will apply to all Laurentian faculty staff, volunteers, and 
yes, even students. It will mandate that all those concerned will become 
familiar with the principles and guidelines contained within the new 
policy. 

Students have an important, integral role in the research and 
scholarship process. We are often the creators of original intellectual 
property which can take on many forms, from poems and music scores to 
essays and computer programs. Who owns such property? How does 
formalizing, through copyrighting for example, effect ownership? Who 
should have authorship over a students thesis? 

Students are also teaching assistants, research assistants, tutors, and 
share in the responsibility of integrity in scholarship with the professors. 
The policy in development, will attempt to address many of the possible 
breaches in integrity that can rise out of the roles and relationships that 
students can find themselves in during their academic years. 

As individuals governed by these guidelines, you will share in the 
responsibility in promoting integrity in research and scholarship at Lauren- 
tian University. This policy is a step forward in creating an ethical culture, 
and fostering a greater awareness of our role, as well as the roles of other 
parties at Laurentian. 

As students, you are an inextricable part of the process, and as such 
should have an active voice on anything related to the policy under 
construction. Perhaps your input will address areas that would otherwise 
be neglected, or raise issues of root concern. In any case you would become 
a more active part of this important process, and in so doing, initiate the 
responsibility that we all share, that being the promotion of integrity at our 
university.

What is it to be a lesbian? 
Historically, residents of the island 
of Lesbos-including the poet Sappho 
and a community of women in the 7th 
century B.C. A term preferred by 
many women because it describes 
more than their sex acts, acknowl- 
edges our distinct history, and draws 
on the affirming imagery of a com- 
jnunity of women. Also, a women 
whose primary erotic, psychologi- 
cal, emotional and social interest is in 
a member of her own sex, even though 
that interest may not be overtly ex- 
pressed . 

Lesbophobia stems from 
heterosexism, it refers to the dislike, 
hate or fear of lesbians or of same- 
sexuality in oneself. Lesbophobia 
refers to such expressions which tar- 
get women and lesbianism specifi- 
cally. 

At this point your asking your- 
self "what is heterosexism?" Well it 



is any intentional or unintentional 
negative valuing and discriminatory 
treatment of individuals and groups 
who are lesbian, gay bisexual or those 
perceived to be so. It is a bias against 
those who are not heterosexual based 
on social values which teach that 
everyone is or should be heterosexual. 
Heterosexism can show itself through 
the practices of social institutions and 
the personal behaviors of individu- 
als. It can range from the belief that 
every individual is heterosexual to a 
lack of knowledge, policies and serv- 
ices that are inclusive of the needs 
and issues of same-sex oriented peo- 
ple, effectively creating and perpetu- 
ating a discriminatory and harassing 
environment against people who are, 
or are labeled as being, same-sex 
oriented. Actions including: indif- 
ference, innuendo, rejection by 
friends, family or co-workers, per- 
sonal harassment and violence, and 
lack of visible support, can leave 
lesbian, gay and bisexual people feel- 
ing excluded and unsafe. This term 
was first attributed to Audre Lorde. 
The shift from homophobia to 
heterosexism in everyday terminol-

ogy owes much to the work of Joseph 
Neisen.

Female Genital Mutilation

MONTREAL (CUP) — Sunita will 
never forget the sharp-edged green 
piece of glass they used to cut her 
genitals. 

Sunita was six years old when 
mother brought her to Egypt to visit 
her aunt and uncle. She remembers 
being held down by five women. 

"My legs were spread apart," 
she said. "My aunt held one leg and 
my mother the other. Two women I 
did not know held my arms. The 
Midwife, a short older woman, 
squeezed and cut out my clitoris; she 
then clamped onto the lips of my 
vagina and cut away my flesh. I 
remember very well. She used a 
green piece of glass that quickly 
turned red. I was sewn shut. I hated 
my mother." 

Sunita is one of 1 14 million 
women worldwide that have been 
circumcised against their will, in what 
is known as female genital mutilation 
(PGM). According to the World 
Health Organization, at least two 
million girls a year are bom into 
cultures that practice PGM, and 6000 
girls are mutilated daily. 

Scarred for life 

Katherine Tait, executive as- 
sistant for The National Council of 
Women in Canada, said there are 
\three forms of all or part of the clito- 
ris. The second form, excision, it the 
cutting away of the clitoris and all of 
the vaginal lips. 

The third, and most horrific, 
is infibulation. This involves the 
removal of all genital parts, followed 
by the sewing together of the two 
sides of the vulva with thorns or cat- 
gut sutures so that when the remain- 
ing skin of the labia majors heals, it 



forms a bridge of scar tissue over the 
vagina. 

A tiny opening is preserved 
by the insertion of a twig or small 
object to allow for the passage of 
urine and menstrual blood. 

According to Tait, it is not 
uncommon for a child to hemorrhage 
to death because of the crude, unhy- 
gienic tools used by practitioners. 
"Most of the women that undergo 
this procedure have some sort of com- 
plication throughout their lives," she 
said. 

These complications range 
from pain, bleeding, infections and 
difficulties in childbirth, to reduced 
or total lack of sexual pleasure. In 
most cases of infibulation, complica- 
tions are lifelong and serious, includ- 
ing chronic infections and death. 

Underground practices in Canada 

In some form or another PGM 
is practiced in more that 39 countries, 
mostly throughout Africa, from Sen- 
egal to Somalia. The operation is on 
the rise in Yemen and Oman, and is 
very common in Malaysia and Indo- 
nesia. 

While current adherents are 
primarily Muslim, PGM goes back 
centuries in central Africa and Egypt, 
and in some societies, was practiced 
by Christians, animists and Jews. 

To any of the cultures that 
practice female genital mutilation, it 
is a ceremonial rite of passage, mark- 
ing a girl's coming of age. Practition- 
ers believe it suppresses sexual urges, 
ensuring female virginity before mar- 
riage, and deterring infidelity after 
marriage. 

Tait says there are no docu- 
mented cases of doctors performing 
these operations in Canada, but it is 
widely believed to occur. 

Sunita belongs to a women's 
group in Canada that helps victims 



who have survived PGM. She says 
female circumcisions are an under- 
ground practice in Canada. 

"Families take their children 
back to their countries of origin or 
save money to bring the circumciser 
over to Canada. The world then 
spreads around the immigrant com- 
munities and other families will pay 
to have the operation performed on 
their daughters," Sunita said. 

No studies have yet been done 
to determine how many PGM survi- 
vors there are in Canada, who exactly 
is performing these rituals and where 
they are being done. 

"This doesn't surprise me. 
People who practice it have no choice 
but to go underground. Under Cana- 
dian laws, it falls under child or sexual 
abuse. Communities who find doc- 
tors or midwives willing to perform 
the mutilation are not likely to report 
them," she added. 

Making FGM a criminal offense 

CNN broadcast footage of a 
clitoridectomy being performed on a 
screaming giri last September during 
a UN- sponsored International Con- 
ference on Population and Develop- 
ment in Cairo, Egypt. 

"People had the chance to see 
how brutal PGM is. It is condoned in 
many of these countries. Women in 
these countries are the property of 
their husbands and no one is likely to 
take damaged property," Sunita said. 

One month after this graphic 
coverage was shown, a federal con- 
sultation paper, which asked Cana- 
dians to consider the possibility of 
allowing a person's cultural beliefs 
to be used as a general defense for 
committing crimes, was released. 

Justice Minister Allan Rock 
said Nov. 17 that he would never

Had enough of the O.J. 
Simpson trial? Well, if the 
Canadian television net- 
works get there way, Paul Bernado's 
trial could be televised. Their main 
argument for this public **display" is 
to create awareness of our Canadian 
justice system as we supposedly know 
more about the U.S. methods of jus- 
tice. 

Publication bans have been set 
forth as to assist Mr. Bernardo 
in receiving a just and fair 
trial. But after the trial is over, (if it 
ever get underway), television sta- 
tions are considering airing the 
Bernardo case. 

What we should be asking ourselves 
is "why?" Who will benefit from 
such media coverage? The televi- 
sion stations battle for ratings, Mr. 
Bernardo (similar to other high pro- 
file offenders) will become rich and 
sell his story for profit, while the 
victims families relive the nightmares 



of their losses and suffering. 

Why is it that victims 'rights 
and feelings are not at the 
forefront of our society's 
concerns? Will big business stop at 
nothing for higher ratings and more 
money? If people want society to 
become informed about the facts and 
methods of our justice system, then 
maybe our educational and court sys- 
tems should meet this demand - but 
not at the expense of re-victimizing 
the people that had to suffer at the 
hands of the offenders. 

Since the Bernardo case is prob 
ably the highest profile case in 
Canadian history, it could set a 
precedent for future cases and access- 
ing the media. Therefore we should 
carefully weigh the pros and cons and 
ask ourselves - do these offenders 
deserve all the attention, focus, and 
opportunities to increase their eco- 
nomic resources or should we take a 
stand and respect the victims' famlies 
right to privacy and compassion? 

Horrific details tend to stimulate in- 
terest and desensitize and minimize 
brutal acts of violence. Maybe its 
time to re-humanize our communi- 
ties and support the victims' rights.

^^^W sity's History Department 
welcomed Dr. Stephen Randall from 
the University of Calgary. Dr. Randall 
a Dean at the University of Calgary 
has written extensively about both 
the oil industry as well as Latin 
America. He has published two books 
about Colombian-American Rela- 
tions, and plans to work with 
Laurentian Professor Dr. Graeme 
Mount in studying the history of Great 
Caribbean Powers. Dr Randall' s most 
recent work was entitled Canada and 
the United States: Ambivalent Allies 
a study within the burgeoning field of 
relations between the United States 
and ourselves. Because of his knowl- 
edge of Latin American issues Dr 
Randall was asked by the United 
Nations to supervise elections in both 
El Salvador and Nicaragua, and sub- 
sequently went on to supervise elec- 
tions in Cambodia. He also served 
with the Canadian International De- 



velopment Agency to advise the Ca- 
nadian government about aid to Latin 
American countries such as Chile. 

Approximately forty people 
including students, profes 
sors and members from the 
community attended Dr Randall's 
Wednesday lecture entitled Ideology 
and National Security in the U.S, Oil 
Policy in the Twentieth Century. Dr. 
Randall pointed a continuity within 
American oil policy throughout the 
century as private sector interests and 
those of national security have coin- 
cided. A failure to adopt a state owned 
oil company, as well as reluctance to 
promote domestic oil reserves have 
led to a continuing need to maintain 
foreign oil interests. Dr Randall's 
involvement with the oil industry has 
led to a professorship at the Univer- 
sity of Calgary under the endowment 
of Imperial oil. If interested in the oil 
industry or Latin American history 
Dr. Randall's studies will provide 
valuable insights.

introduce a general ^cultural defense' 
into the Criminal Code to allow peo- 
ple to escape conviction on the ground 
of their religion or culture. 

Rock said he was "especially 
troubled" that it may be used as 
defense to justify female genital mu- 
tilation. 

"There is no doubt that FGM 
will be defended by certain groups on 
the grounds that it is part of their 
culture. Culture is often used as an 
excuse," Sunita said. 

"FGM is a from of severe vio- 
lence against young girls and women, 
and there is absolutely no reason as to 
why this violence has to occur. 
Whether it be culture or religion, 
sexual disfigurement of girls is 
wrong." 

Many groups and organiza- 
tions want a bill passed that would 
specifically make FGM a criminal 
offense. Recently, Quebec MP 
Christine Gagnon introduced a pri- 
vate member's bill amending the 
criminal code to make FGM a spe- 
cific offense. 

"Charges of sexual or child 



abuse aren't good enough. We want 
it stated in the Criminal Code of 
Canada. We've sent proposals to the 
Minister of Justice several times," 
Tail said. 

Other groups like Women's 
Health in Women's Hands, a To- 
ronto-based organization, are also 
strongly opposed to female genital 
mutilation. 

"We firmly believe that a law 
should be passed making FGM a spe- 
cific criminal offense. We are trying 
to lobby governments throughout the 
world to pass laws making the muti- 
lation of women illegal," said Linda 
Com well, a member of the group 
which, in addition to political advo- 
cacy, provides emotional and educa- 
tional support to women that have 
undergone mutilation. 

"I've always been a firm be- 
liever in religious rights and 
freedoms," Sunita said. 

"I believe that every religion 
and culture should be tolerated. I'm 
also a strong believer inhuman rights, 
and the right not to be maimed or 
mangled in anyway belongs to every 
woman and every young girl always."

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English Eccentric 
Reissued on Rhino

Rhino Records has picked ac- 
complished song writer Robyn 
Hitchcock to be the latest in their 
line of reissues. Hitchcock, founder 
of the cult band The Soft Boys, 
who took influences from John 
Lennon and Syd Barret among oth- 
ers, went solo in 1980 and also lead 
Robyn Hitchcock and the Egyp- 
tians. Rhino has released all nine 
of his pre-A&M Records albums. 
The three records reviewed here 
compromise his first three albums, 
from 198110 1986. 

Black Snake Diamond Role , the 
first solo album, contains several performance by ex-Soft Boys, five rare 
tracks and an appearance by Thomas Dolby on piano. Grav}? Deco is two 
albums in one, neither of which Hitchcock particularly cared for./ Often 
Dream of Trains, an acoustic album, came out in 1986 which was closer to 
his first solo effort. Each CD contains extensive liner notes with thoughts 
from Hitchcock. 

It's interesting to hear early 1980's British 'pop' a decade after it's 
release. Much of the material still works, like "I Watch the Cars" and "The 
Man Who Invented Himself from the first album, and "Young People 
Scream" from Gravy Deco, but some other material leaves you wondering 
like "Sometimes I Wish I Was a Pretty Girl" from/ Often Dream of Trains. 
This reissue will appeal to Soft Boys fans who lost track of Hitchcock 
after he went solo, or to those who may have picked up the odd Hitchcock 
CD during the 1980's. If your interested in experimenting, go\Black Snake 
Diamond Role or Gravy Deco simply to hear some screwed up thoughts 
from Britain's number one eccentric song writer.

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Lady Vees Back With Bronze

For the seventeenth time. 
Coach Ennis led his Laurentian Lady 
Vees to the national championships 
and they returned with a bronze medal 
and several individual awards to show 
for their efforts. Although it wasn't 
the medal they came for, or were 
capable of, the Lady Vees should be 
pleased with the display of character 
necessary to bounce back and win the 
bronze with style. Dianne Norman 
was named to the All-Canadian first 
team and was a Tournament All-Star. 

The match had the potential to 
thrill even the most jaded basketball 
fan. Laurentian met once more with 
their archrivals, the U of T Blues, 
who had come close to handing de- 
feat to the Vees once in the regular 
season and once at the provincial 
championships. 

Instead of posing a threat, 
however, the Blues simply posed a 
question: What the hell are we doing 
here? In a 76-47 loss, the answer 
certainly wasn't 'playing basketball.' 

The humbled U of T coach 
Michele Belanger admitted that "our 
zone was ugly, we didn't rebound, 
we didn't do anything — they out- 
played us in every category.*' 

Joy McNichol scored 29 
points in her finest tournament ap- 
pearance, but credited Player of the 
Game Dianne Norman ' s moving pre- 



game speech for the Vees' success. 

'*Di said to us before the game: 
'Lifeisacomedy. Just look at Mickey 
and smile'" — referring to a Mickey 
Mouse balloon, acquired from the 
hospitality lounge the night before, 
that was attached to the players' 
bench. 

Laurentian certainly was smil- 
ing in their match against Toronto. 
Joy scored 22 points in the first half to 
open up an 8 point lead at half-time. 
Early signs of frustration for the Blues 
included Tournament Fair Play award 
winner Elizabeth Hart and Justine 
Ellison each spiking basketballs in 
their disgust at the officiating. 
Ellison's misbehaviour cost her a 
technical foul, much to the delight of 
the Laurentian fans in attendance. 

To be fair, the refs did make 
calls at times that worked against 
Toronto's momentum, but the Blues' 
angry response was obviously height- 
ened by their near-upset of Winnipeg 
the previous night. Toronto lost by a 
score of 79-75 to the first-ranked 
team in the country in a tough loss 
which sapped the Blues' captains, 
Kim Johnson and Laurie Pinkney. 

Saturday: The Loss 

The Lady Vees did a much 
better job of rebounding from their 
Saturday night loss to the Manitoba 







Bisons. Losing 56-54 to the wild- 
card Bisons was extremely frustrat- 
ing for both the players and the 
coach, especially since it was felt 
that the loss resulted mostly from a 
poor team effort rather than from an 
outstanding Bisons game. 

""We were running around 
like chickens with our heads cut off 
on offense," said Ennis. The Vees 
collapsed completely in the final 
four minutes of the game, when their 
eight point lead slowly diminished 
as Manitoba stole the ball, out-re- 
bounded, and penetrated the Lau- 
rentian defense at will. 

Marjorie Kelly, the CIAU 
Rookie of the Year, contributed four 
points in Manitoba's final drive to 
victory, but even more importantly 
utterly denied Sue Stewart any chance 
to play. In being presented with the 
award, it was mentioned that Kelly 
had been selected more for her de- 
fensive abilities than her scoring 
touch. The Bisons' coach Colleen 
Dufresne decided to match her up 
against Sue Stewart in what turned 
out to be a brilliant move. 

On a good night. Sue would 
have found a way to score regardless 
of the quality of the defence played 
against her, but it was not a good 
night for Stewart or the Vees. Sue 
scored four points in the first minute 
of the game and was shut down com- 
pletely 
for the re- 
mainder.

basket came off of a Laurentian pos- 
session with just over thirty seconds 
to go in the game and the score tied at 
54. The Vees worked the clock until 
about eight seconds remained, then 
Katie Malone decided to try her luck 
with a trey to put the game away. 

Unfortunately, the ball went 
wide of its mark and fell into the 
Bisons 's hands, a pattern which had 
continued all game. Instead of falling 
back into man coverage and forcing 
the game into overtime, however, the 
Lady Vees decided to try to force a 
turnover. The Bison player saw 
enough light over the four Laurentian 
defenders to fired the ball up to a 
streaking Johanneson. With only one 
Lady Vee to beat, the stellar 
Johanneson effortlessly deposited a 
lay-up in the final second of the game 
to earn a ticket to the gold-medal 
championship match. 

Coach Ennis had thought that 
their opening round match against 
the Memorial Seahawks would have 
prepared his team for the penetrating

style of Johanneson. The Memorial' s 
5 ' 8" Michelle Healey scored 26 points 
against the Vees in Laurentian 's 76- 
56 win. McNichol scored 25 points in 
eye-opening fashion, as Ennis re-ad- 
justed his team's strategy after the 
Seahawks successfully packed the 
inside against the taller Lady Vees. 
The coach emphasized that 
scoring opportunities were being 
passed up, big-time, on the perim- 
eter, so Joy started to take advantage 
of die outside shots. Team Lauren- 
tian followed suit and the Vees were 
on their way to victory. Sue Stewart 
was named Player of the Game for 
her 19 points and 7 assists in a truly 
rounded performance. 

It's hard to believe that Dianne 
Norman and Sue Stewart won't be 
back next year. With their Twq years 
of eligibility expired, the perennial 
super-stars of women's basketball 
will be moving on. Sue, Di — thanks 
for five great years. We're going to 
miss you.

OUAA Athlete of the Week

The 5th year Social Science student from Scarborough 
captured gold medals in both the 60m and 300m events 
at the CIAU Championships in Winnipeg. Gibbons also 
was a member of the silver and bronze medal winning 
teams in the 4x200m and 4x400m relay events. 



Men's Basketball 

The University of Toronto Blues won their first 
OUAA Basketball Championship since 1 958 with a 72- 
58 win over the Guelph Gryphons at Toronto's Benson 
Building. Toronto's Jason Gopaul was selected as the 
winner of the Kitch MacPherson Trophy as the outstand- 
ing player in the championship game. 

Both Toronto and Guelph as East and West Divi- 
sion champions respectively had previously qualified 
for this week's CIAU Championships in Halifax. The 
McMaster Marauders were selected as one of two "wild 
card" entries to round out the eight team field. 

The #3 Blues open the national tournament against

the title game of the CIAU Hockey Championships with 
a 4- 1 victory over the Calgary Dinosaurs. The Gryphons, 
however, dropped the gold medal game 5-1 to Moncton 
and accepted the silver medals for the second consecu- 
tive year. Moncton edged the OUAA champions, West- 
em, 5-4 in the other semi-final contest. 

Western's goaltender, Sean Basilio, was selected 
as the Sullivan Trophy Winner as the nation's outstand- 
ing player. Joining Basilio on the All Canadian Team 
was teammate and defenceman Mark Guy, Guelph for- 
ward Todd Wetzel and Ottawa defenceman Martin Roy.
